When pinning pieces together, use long pins...the 
kind with bead heads are best because short pins 
tend to get lost in the fleece. 
When stitching, try using a narrow zig-zag stitch, 
adjusting the width and length for the type of fleece 
you are using. Always test first on some scraps and 
keep for reference. 
Sew slowly and carefully the first time you stitch a 
seam as stitches are hard to remove. 
When sewing around shaped areas sew slowly 
being careful not to stretch the fleece as you feed 
fabric through your machine. . Stitch center back seam of back. Clip curve. 
Raw edges can also be cut with pinking shears. 
Stitch hems in place 1/4" (6mm) from raw edge.
